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WARNER BICENTENNIAL 


1974 will remain a memorable year to residents as the commemoration 
of the 200th Anniversary of the incorporation of the town was observed. 
The land was granted by the General Court of Massachusetts to Thomas 
Stevens and others in 1735 under the name of township “Number One.” 

In 1737 the township was renamed New Amesbury. The first cabins and 
sawmill were located in the Davisville area and were burned by Indians at 
the beginning of the French and Indian War. 

The area was regranted in 1773 to the Masonion Proprietors. The first 
permanent village was located west of the Warner River and a meeting 
house with parade ground stood in that section where the original cemetery 
can now be found. The center of the town later moved down nearer the 
river, to Lower Warner and then to the site of the present village. 

On June 17, 1774 the residents sent a formal request to his Excellency 
John Wentworth, Governor of the Providence of New Hampshire, asking 
that the territory, then called New Almsbury, be incorporated as a town. 
The territory was 6 miles square and bounded on the north by Sutton, 
Wilmot, Andover and Salisbury; east by Salisbury and Webster; south by 
Hopkinton and Henniker and west by Bradford and Sutton. 

The town was officially incorporated June 17,, 1774 and the name, given 
by Governor Wentworth, was Warner. 

The first official town meeting was held October 4,-1774 when officials 
were elected and a vote passed to build a bridge spanning the river at a cost 
of $40.00. 

In 1818 the Kearsarge Gore was annexed giving the town its present 
size and geographical shape and added 125 people to the town. 

Warner’s greatest period of growth and also its decline occurred between 
the close of the Revolutionary War and 1880, with the largest population 
of 2,446 shown in the 1820 census. 

Roads played a major part in the prosperity of those times. In 1821 a 
committee, from the various towns involved, laid out and constructed a 
road from the head of Sunapee Lake to Bradford, thus opening a convenient 
stage route connecting western New Hampshire with Warner, Concord and 
Boston. After a decade, Warner was bypassed by a road branching off at 
Bradford and leading to Henniker and Weare. To bring travelers once 
more to the town, citizens of Warner led in the construction of a road 
routed through Sutton, New London and Springfield, tying into the Connec- 
ticut River Valley traffic further north. Until the coming of the railroad, 
in 1849, this continued to be the main route of stage travel from Canada 
to Boston. 

Simonds Free High School was one of the first, if not the first, free 
school of higher learning in the state; being built with funds left by Franklin 
and Abigail Simonds. Opening in December of 1871, it continued for 99 
years in that capacity and the building is now, with additions, used as an 
elementary school; the high school students now attend the Kearsarge 
Regional High School. 

In this Bicentennial Year Warner is a flourishing town with a population 
of 1,726 people; an abundance of organizations for all age groups and one 
active United Church. All Main Street business spaces are filled and small 
shops are prospering in private homes.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


1974 has been a year of progress in Warner as well as a year to look back 
and remember the town’s beginnings while we observed our Bicentennial. 


A new culvert was installed at Frazier Brook to replace the bridge con- 
demned last year; the road was straightened to the Roby Road corner and 
the roadbed was built up to make a safer intersection at Couchtown Road. 
The job was under the capable supervision of Russell Ellsworth and his 
committee of James O’Rourke and Earl Nichols and was completed at a 
lower cost than first anticipated. 


A section of Iron Kettle Road was rebuilt to prevent future washouts. 


The new zoning ordinances caused a hectic year for this office. Trailers 
that did not conform to the new ordinances arrived in town. Hearings were 
held and legal action was taken after special meetings by the Board of 
Appeals. 

The town was drawn into a suit by the Public Service of New Hampshire 
whereby we were asked to reimburse part of.their taxes for the past three 
years and lower their assessment in the future. In the event they win, the 
town will owe them about $30,000. The Tax Commission included this 
amount in setting the tax rate for 1974. 


Because of monies received from Revenue Sharing and: holding the 
budget as low as possible, the 1973 tax rate was reduced by .50 per 
thousand. However, as a result of this reduction, part of the Revenue 
Sharing money was withheld from us in 1974. 


New curtains were bought for the town hall stage, a joint effort of the 
Warner Woman’s Club, Fall Foliage and the town. 


This year, with prices rising all around us, has been a special challenge 
to keep within the budget without curtailing services. 


Aerial photos are completed for the tax map being compiled by the 
James Sewall Co. Work is progressing according to schedule in checking 
town and county records of properties and the maping should be com- 
pleted late in April. 


The Warner Food Mart was rebuilt, the building housing Ann’s Place 
demolished and a parking lot now occupies that space. 

New desks and chairs were purchased for the selectmen’s office replacing 
the antiquated oak tables and chairs. 

The two new Highway Department Trucks purchased this year are a 
benefit to the satisfactory road maintenance. 

We take pride in the fact that the town hall is being used more and more 
by both organizations and individuals, but find it necessary to request that 
whoever is in charge of each function see that the hall is left clean for the 
benefit of those who would use it next if no fee was paid. 

A look to the future shows the need of repairs to both the inside and out- 
side of the town hall. A structural addition would provide room for a com- 
bined tax collector and town clerk’s office. 

Future property revaluation will be a necessity. Our new tax map will 
greatly facilitate this work. 

A Parks and Recreation Study Group, composed of representatives of 
organizations, has been hard at work this year to study Warner’s potential 
for a public park. 
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The Selectmen appointed a highway study committee. The warrant con- 
tains some of their recommendations. 

Warner was approved as the sixth town in N.H. as an American Revolu- 
tion Bi-centennial Community and plans will move forward toward an all- 
out celebration in 1976. | 

We would like to thank all those who have served on the various com- 
mittees during the past year.

During the year many improvements were made to the Fire Station, 
equipment and trucks, such as: painting the station floor, building and in- 
stalling hose drying racks, coat and helmet racks, installing signal, lighting 
and radio equipment on the trucks. 

We found our new Engine 1 to be very useful and reliable even though 
it was delivered two days too late to help us on the Warner Food Mart fire 
last January 12th. The department members worked over 400 hours on that 
one fire alone. 

In August, we sponsored a Donkey Baseball Game and beat the Bradford 
Fire Department quite soundly and in November, we held a Turkey Raffle 
jointly with the Fish & Game Club to raise money for the Department. I 
would like to point out that funds received by the Department as donations 
or through fund raising activities are placed in our own treasury for use 
towards new or replacement of some equipment items or for improvements 
within the Department. 
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We also sold old Engine 3 through public bid, by the Selectmen, for 
$418.35. This money was placed in our treasury as voted at Town Meeting 
in March. 


We sponsored our Annual Firemen’s Booth at the Fall Foliage Festival 
of which all proceeds are turned over to the Festival Committee for their 
use in future projects. 

You will notice that the number of calls has increased over 1973 ‘and has 
steadily increased in the past 4 years. A big increase is in chimney fires, due 
to many more wood burning stoves and fireplaces being used as auxiliary 
heat. Also at least 2 of the building fires were caused by wood burning 
equipment. After inspecting many residences on this subject, we urge that 
you use extreme caution in reactivating old chimneys and installing wood 
burning equipment. If you need assistance or advice, please call us. Also, if 
you are installing or having installed an oil fired heating system or changing 
burners or tanks, you must apply for a permit through the Fire Chief. This 
installation will be inspected and permit issued after inspection. This is a 
State Law. 


Many of the calls the Department handles are strictly voluntary, the 
firemen do not get paid, such as: searching for lost persons, resuscitator 
calls, assistance calls, pumping out cellars and some standby calls. The 
Department worked a total of 3021 man hours and were paid for 1509 
hours. These hours do not include time spent on forest fires, grass fires, 
brush fires and dump fires as they come under the Forestry Division. 


In 1975 we hope to build our own Tank Truck through volunteer labor, 
and have applied for a Government surplus vehicle through the N.H. 
Forestry Division. Also Warner Fuel Company is donating a used fuel 
truck with a tank, for use in erecting this vehicle, in the Spring. Any dona- 
tions of steel, pipe, valves or other equipment would be greatly appreciated, 
as we hope to build this truck at very little cost to the taxpayer. Only 
insurance, operating costs, (gas, oil, etc.), and some parts will be purchased 
by Town funds. 


Unfortunately we are losing the services of a long time member and 
Deputy Chief, L. Waldo Bigelow, Jr. who retired from the Department, 
January 7, 1975 after over 35 years service to the town and the Department. 
Waldo joined the Department in August of 1939 and was elected Clerk in 
1943. In 1944 he became Deputy Chief. From January 2, 1974 to Febru- 
ary 5, 1974 he served as Acting Chief after Chief Maurice Randall retired. 
“Big” — we will miss you. Thank you for your untiring efforts, dedication 
and leadership. 


Another fireman to leave us during the past year was Charles A. Dow. 
Charlie resigned in August after serving more than 20 years on the Depart- 
ment as a firefighter. 


I would like to thank the people of the town for their continued support 
and appreciation, the firemen for a job well done, the Police Department 
for their help and cooperation, the Selectmen and Commissioners for their 
guidance and assistance and the Firemen’s Auxiliary for feeding us and 
many others in times of need. Also a special thanks to retired Chief Maurice 
F. Randall for help given me and the Department throughout the year.

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DISTRICT CHIEF FIRE WARDEN REPORT 


All open burning when the ground is not covered with snow is controlled 
by the Town Forest Fire Warden in cooperation with the New Hampshire 
Forest Fire Service. Anyone wishing to kindle a fire out-of-doors when the 
ground is not covered with snow must have a written permit signed by the 
Town Forest Fire Warden. If the fire is to be kindled on land not owned 
by the person kindling the fire then he must have the permission of the 
landowner. No outdoor fires can be kindled between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m. 
unless it is raining, without the additional approval of the District Forest 
Fire Chief. 

The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst in the past two decades. 
Woodlands in central and southern New Hampshire became so dry in mid- 
August that the Governor and Council, upon the recommendation of the 
State Forester, enacted a partial woodlands closure in Sullivan, Cheshire, 
Hillsborough, Merrimack and Belknap Counties and a complete woodlands 
closure in Strafford and Rockingham Counties, plus the Towns of Barn- 
stead, Gilmanton and Alton in Belpnap County. Through the excellent 
cooperation of the citizens of our State no major forst fires occurred at any 
time during the year.

NURSE’S REPORT — December 31, 1974 


Since inception in July, 1970, the agency has seen a steady increase in the 
use of its services. We provide nursing care (which includes education, pre- 
vention, and rehabilitation), physical therapy and occupational therapy. No 
one is denied service due to financial difficulties. An individual can be re- 
ferred to us by anyone and all information is confidential. In Community 
Health Nursing, family involvement is of utmost importance. The family 
needs support and guidance so they can continue care between our visits. 
Teaching is a vital component that is incorporated with whatever procedures 
are ordered by the physician. 


In the past year we have increased the hours of our part-time nurse and 
now are considering employing another nurse. Physical therapy visits have 
doubled. :

Total visits 1071 (includes 59 not home) 
Total mileage 13,350 miles 
320 visits for prevention, education, and guidance 
593 visits for nursing care (dressings, catheters, colostomies, medication 
supervision, diet supervision ) 
99 visits for physical therapy 
209 visits to your town 


Our agency recognizes the importance of staff education and has provided 
us with the opportunity to attend workshops to enhance our skills in the 
nursing profession. 


Future plans: 

1. Increase nursing staff. 

2. Set up immunization clinics in other towns according to priority. 
3. Contract with mental health center to provide follow-up care. 

4. Contract for homemaker-health aide service. 


We appreciate the continued town support and as in the past we have not 
requested any increase in your per capita assessment. The total town ap- 
propriations provide approximately 55% of our budget, while the agency 
brings in other monies through annual fund drive, insurances, welfare, and 
direct fees. 


We thank you for your support through appropriations, contributions, 
donations of food, clothing and medical equipment. Only with community 
involvement can we continue to provide the highest quality health care to 
meet your needs.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


There were many problems for the Police Department in 1974. We show 
a comparison below of 1973 and 1974, and you can see that the figures 
show an increase in almost all categories. 


The big problem is the frequency with which our home telephone numbers 
are being used. Please use the Blue Network number which is 456-3432. 
Valuable time is wasted when this number is not used. It usually necessitates 
another call by one of us to handle the problem, not to mention the incon- 
venience to our families if we are not at home. 


I have been criticized for not having enough men on the force, and also 
criticized for having too many. I would like to stress that being a part-time 
Department, the men only get paid when they are on duty, and a lot of 
time is also donated by men who hold down regular jobs. At times, it is 
very difficult to find someone to go out, due to Ron and I being on other 
calls or not at home. A good example not long ago, was when there were 
eight accidents in one hour’s time. Every available officer plus area State 
Troopers were out. 

We recently purchased a resuscitator which was desperately needed. We 
had two units—one of which was beyond repair, and the other was good for 
only 20 minutes and could not breathe for a person. The whole Department 
has been trained in its use. 


We have availed ourselves of all Training Courses offered by State and 
Federal Agencies. These courses are all held at no cost to the town. We do 
not get paid for the time we spend taking these courses. 


We had hoped to be able to get a new 4-wheel drive cruiser, as our 
present one has close to 60,000 miles on it, and is not built to take some of 
our back roads. Due to the financial situation, we will endeavor to run the 
one we have until next year. Since I took over as Chief, all repairs on the 
cruiser have been donated by Ron and myself. The Town has paid for parts 
only, not labor. 


In summation, we of the Police Department are trying to do our best for 
the Town at the least expense to the taxpayer. 


I want to thank the townspeople who cooperated and helped make our 
job easier, also the State Troopers.

Over the past several years I have seen an increase in the number of 
problems created by dogs running at large, and have tried my best to deal 
with these problems as efficiently as possible. 


The handling of your complaints has become such a task, however, that 
I must ask for your help by offering a Dog Control Ordinance on the Town 
Warrant this year. 


I have spent a considerable amount of time researching the dog control 
laws of several other towns, and I am confident that the wording of this 
ordinance will be adequate and yet allow the owner or keeper of a dog to 
apply their own initiative in selecting a suitable method to prevent their dog 
from running at large on property other than their own. 


While serving in the capacity of Dog Constable, I must deal with these 
problems constantly. I firmly believe that this control ordinance is a coming 
necessity which would facilitate the proper control of the Towns’ growing 
dog population. 


The principal advantage of having this ordinance can be summed up in 
one word “PROTECTION.” After seriously considering what this has to 
offer you, as a resident of the Town of Warner, I hope you will vote in favor 
of this article at Town Meeting. 


For these reasons I hope that before you vote “for” or “against’’ this 
article, you will look at all sides of the situation and give it a just amount 
of consideration. 


I wish to thank the Selectmen of the Town of Warner and those towns- 


people whose cooperation I have received while dealing with dog problems 
during the past year. Thank you.

REPORT OF THE TOWN HALL SPACE COMMITTEE 


The space committee has carefully examined the Town Hall and found 
two ways to increase working space, that is badly needed by the Selectmen 
and various Town Boards and Committees. 


One, is to construct a two story addition directly behind the Selectmen’s 
office. This addition would have two rooms; one at ground level, and one on 
the level of the present Selectmen’s office. The cost of these two rooms 
would be between $25,000 and $30,000 complete and furnished. 


Two, is to put moveable partitions in the front end of the basement dining 
room and create two additional rooms for office space. In the event a dinner 
was to be held in the basement, the furniture and partitions could be moved. 
Although this would create some inconvenience, the cost would be con- 
siderably less than Plan 1.

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REPORT AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF 
WARNER HIGHWAY STUDY COMMISSION 


The Commission spent three Sunday mornings traveling over all the town 
roads to become thoroughly familiar with them, and to become acquainted 
with their condition. 

The Commission makes the following observations and recommenda- 
tions: 

1. The general condition of the roads was excellent—much better than 
we had expected, and, in many cases, superior to their condition in 
previous years. The Road Agent and his staff are to be commended 
for their excellent work. 


2. A few areas need some work. For example, the upper end of Pumpkin 
Hill Road from Coal Hearth Cemetery to Jeb Harriman’s corner. 
Patching this obviously is a stop-gap measure, and the entire stretch 
needs to be rebuilt. 


3. It is recommended that a long-range capital budget program be de- 
veloped to rebuild or replace bridges, rather than waiting for them to 
collapse, as appears to have been the policy in the past. The law 
(RSA 242-A:3) requires biennial inspection of town bridges with 
written records of these inspections. Our request for such information 
was unmet because presumably such records were not available. The 
law also says that the State Highway Dept. will provide personnel for 
such inspections if possible. At the same time Warner is the residence 
of a qualified highway engineer (retired) who might be willing to 
undertake this task. Bridges to be given priority consideration, based 
on the information available to us, are (1) on Roby Road near Allan 
McCausland’s; (2) two bridges on North Village Road; (3) in Roby 
near South Sutton Road; and (4) one at Melvin Mills, which may not 
have been repaired correctly several years ago. If possible the unused 
and fairly new steel girders on the abandoned Ela Bridge should be 
used in future bridge repairs. 


4. It is recommended that the overworked road crew be relieved of all 
TRA work, which should be let out to contract. This would permit the 
town road crew to concentrate on ordinary maintenance activities, 
now sometimes unavoidably neglected. 


5. Several roads originally paved with TRA funds are deteriorating 
rapidly, i.e. New Market Road and Tucker Pond Road. It is recom- 
mended that sufficient funds be appropriated to maintain a regular 
oiling schedule, which will be less costly in the long run than com- 
pletely rebuilding a ruined roadbed. 


6. It is strongly recommended that all existing Class VI roads be re- 
classified “discontinued as open highways, and made subject to gates 
& bars.” It is possible that some of these have already been so desig- 
nated, but it is difficult to determine this for a fact. It is important 
that these roads not be just “discontinued,” as this means that legally 
the abutters acquire the roadbed. It is recommended that such an 
article be submitted to the next Town Meeting, but with separate 
articles for each such road so that the decisions can be made on an 
individual basis. 
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7. It is strongly recommended that a new method of record-keeping be 
devised for the highway budget. It is a very simple matter to keep 
individual records on each vehicle, for example. It would also be help- 
ful to be able to cost individual projects easily, such as rebuilding 
Cunningham Pond Road. 


8. It is recommended that the Road Agent be involved, if not already, in 
every step of the budget-making process for his department. 


9. Finally, it is recommended that at least some consideration be given 
to engaging the full-time services of a Town Engineer—a qualified 
civil engineer. The problems of roads, bridges, water supply, sewage, 
solid waste disposal, etc. will no doubt become even more complex in 
the future, and such a person would be an excellent investment. A 
number of other communities have already taken this step. Some of 
the costs of such a person could, of course, be pro-rated with the 
Warner Village Fire Precinct. Another possibility would be sharing 
such an individual with one or more other communities, such as Brad- 
ford, Sutton, etc.

time and knowledge, with special thanks to Philip Rogers, Road Agent, and 
Barbara Annis.

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LOCAL SOLID WASTE LAND FILL 
SITE SELECTION COMMITTEE 


As directed by vote of the Town at the 1974 Town Meeting, the Modera- 
tor appointed a committee to study and select feasible sites in the Town of 
Warner for the disposal of solid wastes. Relocation of the present dump on 
North Road was made mandatory by regulations of the State Water Supply 
and Pollution Control Commission’s ban on open burning dumps which 
for the Town of Warner becomes effective July 1, 1975. Other state agen- 
cies have regulatory authority and must be consulted once a site is chosen 
by the Town. There agencies are: 


Division of Public Health, Department of Health and Welfare 


Division of Resources Development, Department of Resources and 
Economic Development 


Department of Public Works and Highways 


The work of the committee was divided into three separate tasks with 
one committee member responsible for the accomplishment of one tack. 
Charles Richmond investigated all applicable governmental regulations. 
Janet Moulton carried out the site feasibility study. Donald Price developed 
alternative disposal methods proposals. 

All state agencies having regulatory authority were contacted and pre- 
liminary discussions resulted in mutual understandings of the many prob- 
lems involved. In each instance the state representative made positive 
statements of support for the efforts of the committee. In each instance it 
was pointed out that no final action could be taken until the Town, decides 
upon a site, the site is studied, public hearings are held and it is determined 
that all regulations have been complied with. 

Possible sites throughout the Town were considered for accessibility, 
capacity and desirability. Because authorities outside of Warner had pre- 
emptoritly taken over land and ripped up many acres of it for the building 
of roads and other construction projects, it was not difficult to find extensive 
sites where filling and grading would improve it and make it useful once 
again. However, only a few of them proved to be repairable by refilling 
with solid waste because they obviously were too near surface water or had 
too little cover material left to use in the restoration. These finding reduced 
consideration to four sites; however, the most desirable site was quickly 
ruled out by the Department of Public Works and Highways .. . the land 
is owned by the state and is still being used for its sand. The locations of all 
recommended sites have been given to the Moderator and the Board of 
Selectmen for consideration. 


Though the present economic situation tends to play down the value 
of materials thrown away, the current energy crisis points to the need to use 
materials which will be converted to usable goods with the least consump- 
tion of scare energy. Salvage and re-cycling appear to be partial answers. 
For instance, the City of Washington, D.C. has contracted with a private 
concern to convert its raw sewage into salable, sanitary fertilizer. A gas 
company in Los Angeles gets usable methane gas from an old sanitary land- 
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fill. And, a group of scientists at the University of New Hampshire is experi- 
menting with equipment which makes compost from ordinary solid waste. 


After July 1, 1975, state regulations governing the operation of a sanitary 
landfill will require the Town of Warner to spend more money to handle its 
solid wastes. We of the Committee urge the town to investigate and adopt 
an aggressive approach to the reclaiming and recycling of our 1,700 tons 
per year of solid waste materials. Already there is a market for tin and 
aluminum cans; clear, green or brown glass; newspapers and magazines or 
scrap iron and steel. Getting money for these discarded materials will hold 
down our town expenses.

The art of quilting was featured with a quilting bee and exhibit of the 
Warner Town Quilt and 63 other quilts ranging from heirloom heritage 
vintage to very modernistic. Pattern and stitchery detail included millions 
of minute stitches to create beauty and warmth. 


A list of the past selectmen, town clerks and tax collectors was compiled 
and is on display on the rear wall of the town hall. 


On July 13th the fine arts show displayed the works of Warner’s talented 
artists in oil paintings, water colors, etchings and sculpturing. Winfred 
Grandy amazed everyone by his versatile use of many different art media. 
The children’s creative are was delightful with excellent promise for the 
future. 

The heritage craft on July 27th really displayed the work of our many 
talented craftsmen. Twenty-five different crafts were exhibited and/or 
demonstrated. 

The final weekend was a collectors delight, starting with the farmers 
exhibit of an oxen demonstration, horseshoeing exhibit and old tools at the 
Community Center and extraordinary memorable old pictures in the Town 
Hall. 

The Bicentennial Coin Auction, Fashion Parade, Box Lunch and Country 
Supper followed by a street dance was well attended. Dot Locke and Ida 
Sweeney kept the youngsters busy with Old Home Day type recreation and 
special prizes thereby providing something of interest to everyone. 

There was standing room only at the old fashioned church service Sun- 
day morning. The costumes and customs of early days added luster to Dr. 
J. Duane Squires topic. 

The chicken barbecue and Never’s Band concert kept everybody happy 
until the pageant was held for the second time. Under the leadership of 
Mary Martin, with Terry Rogalski as director, Ted Bliss as narrator, and 
Russell Ellsworth painting the sets and stage manager, the history of 
Warner came alive from its early grant to life in Warner in 1974. Special 
credit should be given to Kitty Fifield and her costume committee and the 
various script committees plus Muriel Lakelands poetry. A truly community 
effort! 

The Bicentennial coins, plates, tiles, cookbook and Granny and Grandpa 
dolls all added to the success and enthusiasm. However the greatest achieve- 
ment was the publishing of the book “Warner 1880-1974” bringing the 
story of living in our town up to the present time.

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PILLSBURY FREE LIBRARY 


1974 was a busy year at the Pillsbury Free Library. 11,697 books and 
413 records were circulated. Over 500 new books were purchased during 
the year. 

Activities were numerous with such groups as the cub scouts, kinder- 
garten, head start, and Simonds school children all visiting the library to 
view films and borrow books. The 4-H Pony Club held a meeting at the 
library and viewed films. Various exhibits were displayed during the year. 
Of particular note was the bicentennial exhibit during July, and the Trus- 
tees would like to thank all who gave their time and effort to make the 
exhibit possible. 

Like all other businesses the library has been affected by inflation. Books 
have increased 30% -40% in cost during the last two years; fuel, electricity, 
and the minimum wage have all increased. In order to maintain the same 
services during 1975, it is necessary to increase the budget. 

During the past year the trustees have been discussing the feasibility of 
building an addition onto the library. A children’s room is especially needed; 
more reading space and shelf space are necessary. Discussion has taken 
place with members of the Historical Society regarding their needs and 
whether they could be included. There is no question that expansion of the 
library is needed. However, the library would need public support, as well 
as private financial aid, to make such an addition become a reality. If you 
have thoughts concerning an addition and/or methods of financing such an 
addition, please contact one of your library trustees.

The commissioners held monthly meetings throughout the year, in order 
to give close attention to precinct activities. 
On July 10, two engineers from Anderson & Nichols, accompanied by 
commissioner Whitman, made an examination of the Dam and made four 
recommendations for a course of action to correct the problem. 
Phase I_ Engage testing laboratory to take at least two cores from each 
face of spillway to see if concrete is sound enough to justify 
repair work. If concrete is ok, proceed with Phase II and IV. 

Phase II Sand blast both faces of spillway to expose cracks. Repair 
cracks on both faces and abutting walls with special adhesives 
adhesives in accordance with specified proceedures. 

Phase III Apply gunite on each face of Dam according to specifications. 

Phase IV Apply final protective coating in accordance with specifica- 

tions. 

At the time this report was written, the commissioners were proceeding 
with specifications and cost studies to do the necessary repairs to the Dam 
this summer; provided we can draw the water down low enough to do the 
work, and still maintain a sufficient supply of water for household use and 
fire protection.
